The unique evil of the city is indifference.The city blunts our 


sympathies until we let. the saloons fllburish and the churches go 
a-begging. The city not only blunts our sympathies, but it deadens 
our righteous hatreds so that we 'allow corporate wrongs and muni- 
cipal misrule to flourish simply because we have lost the power to 
hate hisdoing. The effect of city life is to hinder human progress 
unless the tide of indifference can be stayed.
